COMMISSIONER PALLAS. 


DIES IN FRIEND'S HOME 


| Head of Park Department Strick- 


en at Miss Lalor’s. 


 Exertion Was Too Much for Him— 


Died While a Priest Was Pray- | 
ing—Ailing for Weeks. 


John J. Pallas, President of the Park 
Commission for the Boroughs of -‘Manhat- 
tan and Richmond, died at 6:30 o’clock 
last evening at the residence of Miss 
Bertha Lalor, a crayon sketch artist, 581 
‘Lexington Avenue. Commissioner Pallas’s 
death was directly due to cardiac dila- 
tion. Kidney disease, from which he 
been a chronic sufferer, hastened his énd. 
Commissioner Pallas had been warned 
for three weeks that his condition was 
serious and that death was imminent. 
Notwithstanding the admonitions of his 


‘physician, Dr. Thomas Quinlan of 221 
East Thirty-ninth Street, however, he 
persisted in attempting to perform his 
daily work as Park Commissioner. Yes- 
terday he insisted upon registering for 
the forthcoming election. The exertion 


caused by preparations for his trip to the! 


registration booth led to his death. : 

Commissioner Pallas had suffered from, 
kidney trouble for more than two years. 
Three weeks ago it assumed an aggravat- 
ed form, and when the Jefferson Park 
playgrounds were opened the disease as- 
gerted itself in a manner which caused 
his physician to warn him against all hard 
work and to rest .as much as possible. 
This advice the Commissioner refused to 
accept, and the hard part that he took in 
the opening exercises ‘Breatly weakefied 
him. 

As a result of his fatigue Mr. Pallas 
was unable to appear at his office at the 
Central Park Arsenal on the following 
Monday. He remained in his rooms at the 
Le Barton, 308 West Fifty-eighth Street, 
for several days, and it was not until the 
next Saturday that he returned to his 
work. Even then he was cautioned by his; 
physician that to exert himself in the 
discharge of his duties would be dan- 
gerous.. 

. Last Friday afternoon he went to his 
Ramee feeling very ill. He did not re- 
turn to work on Saturday, and was con- 
stantly attended by a physician. Yes- 
terday morning he again insisted on leav- 
ing his rooms and, notwithstanding the 
advice of Dr: Quinlan, ordered a Park 
carriage to be ready for him at 8 o'clock. 
The doctor told him he should remain 
indoors, and that a trip abroad might 
prove fatal. 

“Oh, I guess Iican stand it,” he said to 
his physician. “ I'm all right now."’

Mr. Pallas’s face grew pale and his 
speech was faint. Miss Lalor ran to the 
telephone and summoned Dr. Quinlan.

When Dr. Quinlan arrived he 
pronounced the case to be a dangerous 
one. He ordered Mr. Pallas to lie still, 
but as soon as the doctor left the house 
Mr. Pallas started to arise.

He 
was accompanied by Senator Elsberg. As 
he entered the club he was heartily ap- 
plauded by the 250 Republicans there. 
The crowd adjourned to the hall on the 
second floor, and Pratt A. Brown intro- 
duced Mr. Ivins. 


A Rap at Hearst. 


Mr. Ivins began by saying that he had 


learned from the papers that he was a 
dead man, and declared that before the 
campaign was over he would show that 
he was very much alive. Referring to his 
challenge to Mayor McClellan and Will- 
iam R. Hearst to meet him in joint de- 
bate, he said: 

*“*I had an idea that possibly it might 
be very gratifying for the other eandi- 
dates for the.

SAYS IVINS: TO JEROME 


| Would Also Like to Speak at 
Your Meetings. 


HAS A PLATFORM OF HIS OWN 


Where It Conflicts with the Party 
Platform Mine ts Good, the Repub- 
lican Candidate Declares. 


William M. Ivins, the Republican candi- 


date for Mayor, announced yesterday that; 


he would be glad to speak at some of Mr. 
Jerome's meetings, if asked. Also, if Mr. 
Jerome is willing to speak from the same 
platform with him he said he would be 
pleased to extend to the District Attorney 
an invitation to attend some of his meet- | 
ings. 

The independence that has marked Mr. 
Ivins’s utterances and arrangements for 
his campaign so far has startled the Re- 
publican leaders. They hardly know what 
to make of him. It is plain to them that 
he intends to be the whole thing, so far 
a8 the Republican campaign is concerned. 
His anhouncement that he would like to 
have Mr. Jerome speak from the same 
platform with him amazed the district 
leaders who fought Jerome’s indorsement 
so bitterly in the Republican Convention 
and carried their point by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

There was a report last evening that 
Charlies A. Flammer, the Republican rom- 
inee for District Attorney, had made up 
his mind to decline the nomination. Mr. 
Flammer denied the report. Nevertheless, 
he and his frieuds are disconcerted by 


the position taken: by Mr, Ivins toward the 


candidacy of Mr. Jerome. | 
His declaration that he would be pleased 
to speak from the same platform with Mr. 
Jerome was not the only interesting an- 
nouncement made by Mr. Ivins yesterday. 
When his attention was called to the fact 
that in his open letter to McClellan and 
Hearst he went much further than the 


Republican platform on the subject of mu- 


nicipal ownership he replied: 

“I am running on the Republican plat- 
form—and my own. Where the two con- 
flict my own is good.”’ 

Mr, Ivins opened headquarters in the 
Hotel Breslin yesterday. Senator Hlsberg 
is in charge and Monte Cutler is looking 
after the press arrangements. Many 
leaders droped in to pay their respects to 
the candidate and to ask him to speak et 
meetings in their districts. Last night Mr. 
Ivins and Senator Elsberg were engaged 
in arranging a schedule for his speaking 
tour. Mr. Ivins expects to speak in every 
Assembly district in New York. Moreover, 
he announced that he would hold a num- 
ber of afternoon meetings to address the 
workers in the party. His afternoon 
meetings with the leaders, Mr. Ivins said, 
would be held so that he might put heart 
into them and that they might put heart 
into him. J 

“They will be quasi-disciplinary also," 
he said. 

Mr. Ivins was asked what he thought 
of the refusal of McClellan and Hearst to 
meet him in a joint debate. 

*“*I regret they have taken that atti- 
tude,”’ he said. ‘“‘I am always willing to 
stand up and be counted, and I had hoped 
Mr. McClellan and Mr. Hearst would 
share that feeling. I expect that they will 
meet the propositions which I laid down 
in their own time and in their own way. 
When they do, I will be heard in rebuttal. 

‘The propositions which I set forth in 
my letter to my opponents are the issues 
of.the campaign—they and the record of 
Mr. McClellan's administration.”’ 

Mr. Ivins was informed that there had 
been much comment upon the fact that in 
his letter to his opponents he went further 
on the subject of municipal ownership 
than the Republican platform. It was 
then that he made his remark about his 
own platform superseding the party plat- 
form when they conflicted. 

*‘But there is no real conflict between 
my position and the party platform,” he 
explained. ‘*‘ The Republican platform de- 
clares for municipal ownership, and I out- 
line the method by which municipal own- 
ership is to be accomplished. That is 
what differentiates my campaign from the 
campaigns of McClellan and Hearst. They 
are talking in the air about municipal 
ownership. I point out a way in which it 
can be made a reality in time rather than 
in eternity.”’ 

** Do you mean that you would have the 
city acquire unexpired franchises as well 
as those that are about to expire?” __ 

* Yes, I do. I would condemn them all. 
That can be done. You will recall that 
when the city condemned Little Italy 
Park, it acquired the gas plant on the 
property. It is merely a question of 
values. A board could fix the value of 
the property condemned.” 

“ Would not the debt limit stand In the 
way of the acquisition by the city of all 
the existing gas plants and franchises?” 

“TT think not. If it did we would have 
to adjust the finances of the city so that 
the thing would be possible. That, of 
course, would require action by the Leg- 
islature. That is where I have the advan- 
tage over McClellan and Hearst. They 
could not command the instrumentalities 
to carry out their programme. I think I 
could. At least, a Republican Legislat- 
ure would be much more likely to listen 
to me and do as I wanted than it would 
be to put into effect any programme ad- 
vanced by either of my opponents.” 

When it was suggested to Mr. Ivins that 
his proposed afternoon meetings for party 
workers would be an innovation, he said: 

“Yes, that 1 be an innovation, but 
there will be a good many innovations in 
this campaign.” 

“Will fou ask Mr. Jerome to s 
from the same platform with you?” 

* TI don't see how I can; but if he asks 
me to speak from the same platform with 
him, I shall be glad to accept, and if he 
expresses a desire to be asked to speak 
at any of my meetings I will be pleased 
to extend him an invitation to do so.

JEROME FLAYS BOSSES 
“IN IMPROMPTU SPEECH 


He Is Against Political Slavery, 
He Tells Diners. 


SOMEBODY HAD TO START 


if He Fails it Will Be Blithely, He 
Declares—The Battle

District Attorney Jerome was a guest 
last night on very short notice at the din- 
ner given by the New York Shoe Jobbers 
‘and Manufacturers’ Protective Associa- 
tion at the Café Martin. His arrival in 
company with two of his assistants was 
the signal for such an outburst of cheer- 
ing that numbers of the diners in the pub- 
lic part of the restaurant left their tables 


and rushed to the hall to find out the 
cause of the uproar. 

For the rest of the dinner the waiters 
had their hands full keeping out outsid- 
ers who insisted on getting in “‘to hear 
just one word of what Jerome had to 
say."’ President Thayer of the associa- 
tion acted as toastmaster and introduced 
Mr. Jerome as ‘‘ the man who had taken 
the bull by the horns and proceeded to 
fight the bosses single-handed.”’ Mr, Je- 
rome said in part: 

‘* When a man has gone into such a bat- 
tle as we are now about to enter, and with 
an equipment so apparently insufficient as 
mine, his mind and his heart are not 
much in a mood for after-dinner speeches 
and jocosity. And I do not like to butt 
into a social dinner with a litical 
speech. But you have brought it upon 
yourself by the way your Chairman in- 
troduced me. 

‘In a community where interests, activ- 
ities, and responsibilities, social and in- 
dustrial, are so diversified, it is not sur- 
Aes that we become derelict in our 
civic duties. But such: neglect cannot be 
continued indefinitely if we are to have 
a government of the apie: democratic 

overnment—and if this community is to 

e a decent place to live in. 

“You are.undoubtedly in the habit of dis- 
missing many things you hear of as mere 
newspaper stories. But a man, who like 
me has lived in a place where he sees that 
those things are true, is naturally moved 
to speak of them bitterly. It has been 
said of me that I am saying mean things. 
I have been bitter in my speech. I have 
said things which some men have thought 
better unsaid. But nobody has ever heard 
me say anything which was not practi- 
true. 

“I am making this fight for the peo- 
ple, it seems to me, and to get where the 
voice of the ople will have some sig- 
nificance. ow it is without weight. 
What choice have you in this election! 
Are you markers in the game? Are you 
even counters? You go to the polls and 
you must do just what you are told to do, 
while some low, foul-minded boss en- 
riches himself at your expense. We call 
plause.. 

“Tam tired of all that. I have tackled 
t single-handed, but I cannot break it 
own single-handed. You have to fight 
for me, not because you approve of me 
personally, not because you regard me 


can be more cognizant than of how 
much better the work might have been 
done—but because this is your fight, and 
not mine. 

“I will not stand for poltical slavery. 
I have not stood for it in the past, and I 
cannot stand for it now. If I go down 
in fighting against if I go down blithely, 
for remember—even if you don't give me 
your support—I have done my part to 
the utmost limit of my power. 

‘“‘And it is up to you to my to your 
consciences whether you also have done 
your part. Nor did I seek the leadershi 
in the fight.

If the duty 
has fallen upon a weak man, do not let 
him go forward alone, but hold up his 
hands and strengthen him.

HOW IT WORKS. 

When the State Gas Commission was. 
offered to the people of New York City 
by the Legislature as a substitute for 
eighty-cent gas there was a suspicion 
that the people had been bunkoed. The 
first decision rendered by the State 
Commission indicates that the suspicion 
was not ill-founded. 

At the time of the agitation in New 
York ,City for eighty-cent gas the resi- 
dents. of a large part of Auburn, N. Y., 
were enjoying fifty-cent gas. They had 
the benefit of real competition. The two 
companies doing business there, the 
Auburn Gas Company and the Citizens’ 
Light and Power Company, had been 
fighting each other for several: years. 
_As soon as the State Gas Commission 
was created the competing companies of 
Auburn saw their opportunity. They 
reached an agreement by which the 
Citizens’ Light and Power Company 
was to sell out to the Auburn Gas. 
Company; provided the authority of the 
State Gas Commission could be secured 


of stock by the Auburn Company to ef- 
fect the purchase. 

The application of the Auburn Com- 
pany to issue $250,000 additional stock 
was made to the State Gas Commission, 
and after several hearings the State 
Commission made an order that the 
company might issue $100,000 addi- 
tional stock. That seems to have been 
all-sufficient for the purpose the Au- 
burn Company had in view. The Citi- 
zens’ Light and Power Company was 
absorbed by it. A few days later the 
price of gas in the competitive district 
was raised from 50 cents to $1.25 per 
thousand cubic feet. 

It is true that the price charged by 
the Auburn Company in the non-com- 
petitive district was lowered from $1.50 
to $1.25, but the net result of the 
changes in price will be a substantial 
increase in the earnings of the com- 
pany, which now serves the entire city 
of Auburn from competition. What

Commission was made over the protest | 
of the Democratic Mayor of Auburn, 
THOMAS MM. OSBORNE. In a message 
which he sent to the Common Council 
informing the Council of the nature of 
his protest to the State Commission and 
the Commission's failure to heed it, 
Mayor OsBoRNE suggested that, as a 
measure of protection to the city, the 
Council should declare the franchise of 
the Citizens’ Company forfeited on tye 
ground that the Citizens’ Company was 
allowed to charge only $1.13 net for gas, 
while the company which had pur- 
chased the franchise had made a rate 
$1.25. 

Acting on the suggestion of Mayor 
OSBORNE, the Common Council of Au- 
burn has passed a resolution directing 
that the City Attorney take all neces- 
sary action in behalf of the city to en- 
none the franchise granted to the Cit- 

ns’ Light and Power Company, and 
aa compel the present owner of the 
franchise to furnish gas to the citizens 
of Auburn at the rates specified in the 
Citizens’ Company's charter. _ 

So it appears that the citizens of the 
community first affected by a decision 
of the State Gas Commission—a body 
supposedly created in the interest of the 
people—feel so outfaged over the treat- 
ment accorded them that they will take 
an appeal to the courts.

Like 
ourselves, they have a perfect right to 
try the experiment if they choose, and 
they will have the right to include in 
their field of influence the Chinese, who 
| may in their turn also follow our exam- 
ple, and insist on a national — 
of resources and trade, : 

But it will still remain true that the 
tendency of the adoption of Western 
methods and ideas in political organiza- 
tion, in industry, and in business will be 
toward the ultimate breaking up of ex- 
clusiveness. These methods and ideas 
will unquestionably promote activity 
and prosperity, and with these will come 
the demand and the need for foreign 
commerce. Production will seek an out- 
let and wealth will give rise to new de- 
sires, tastes, requirements. Exchanges 
will multiply in volume, in variety, in 
value, and every part of the world will 
ultimately share in them and contribute 
to them. In the long run, the efforts to 
monopolize “China for the Chinese” 
will be as futile as is the Great Wall 
in the Chinese system of military de- 
fense.

In that happy land they do not print 
Wall Street news. What they want to 
know is not the price of stocks, but 
the amount of crops and minerals—new, 
real wealth—produced. Wall - Street 
cannot hurt Kansas very much, but 
Kansas may do Wall Street good even 
against the will of the men who thrive 
not by producing wealth but by manip- 
ulating markets.

‘DOMESTIC FILTERS UNSAFE. 


Household—Boiled Water Best. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a letter to THE Timxs, “ R. J.’ edvo- 
cates the use of domestic filters to prevent 
the outbreak of disease epidemics due 
to finpure water. This filtering to ¢on- 
tinue until such time as the city may see 
fit to place in operation a municipal 
filtration system. R. is a poor ad- 
viser. Domestic or household filters 
should not be used. Far from being a 
help, they are a danger. I fear ‘‘R. J.’’ 
imagines that the principle of filtering 
water by municipal and domestic methods 
is the same. Such, however, is not the 
case. 

Municipal filters, well managed and 
with the effluent tested daily, or as often 
as desired, for its bacterial content, give 
an efficiency (bacterial) varying from 
per cent. to 99+ per cent. Does a do- 
mestic filter receive such care? There are 
filters which give a germ-free effluent 
when properly cared for, but they are at 
best laboratory instruments, and are safe 
only under laboratory conditions. If used 
in the household they do not, can not, re- 
celve the attention necessary to ineir 
efficient action, and in consequence they 
create a false. sense of security, while, 
moreover, they will in time give an efflu- 
ent greater in its bacterial. content than 
the raw or unfiltered water. 

The safe way to decrease ine danger 
from epidemics is to follow Dr. Darling- 
ton’s advice and boil all drinking water 
for about twenty minutes. This method, 
while rendering the water to a certain 
extent unpalatable, is sufficient to kill the 
vegetating forms of bacteria, leaving only 
the spores, and fortunately those of 
which we need have any great fear, as 
typhoid or cholera, are. non-sporulating, 
and hence easily killed. co

On the ‘hand, a revival of 
genuine bullish activity, after the market 
for several weeks has been on a dead 
centre, is often an indication that the 
upward movement has been resumed, 
duliness in that case having been merely 


marks the culmifation of a bear swing 
in the market is generally more pro- 
longed than that which marks the cul- 
mination of an advance, for it takes 
longer to get a bull market under way 
than it does to start a bear movement. } 
The market ts now duller than at any pre- 
vious time since July; and the July dull- 
hess preceded the August rise. It is easy 
to be misled, however, by spasmodic 
activity in either direction. It must be

Mr. Brunner expects to sail for 
France on Saturday to complete the es- 
tablishment at the Paris branch. of the 
bank.
